Miss Cora Short, a schoo! teacher and 
church worker. He has been expelled 
from his pastorate after a trial at which 
Presiding Elder Crowe of Sikeston pre- 
sided. 

But unitke Abelard, the Rev. Mr. 
Jackson has a wife and family. Mrs. 
Jackson and her three children have 
left Caruthersville for her parents’ home 
in Wichita, Kan, As she told him good- 
iby at the train, “she said: “Husband, if 
the time ever comes that you can live 
with me as you used to, let me know, 
or. come.”’ 

The minister says that he kept his 
wife informed from the very beginning 
of his affection for Miss Short and that 
he has not deceived her at any time. 

Love for Wife Is Dead. 

They both—he and his wife, he says, 
have decided that the old love which 
they felt for each other in their early 
married days is dead ‘and that it is bet- 
ter- for them to take separate paths 
henceforth. But both hoped for some 
way out of the difficulty, he says, other 
than ‘‘distressing publicity.” 

Meanwhile, in publicly confessing that 
his heart has wandered from his own 
wife to a fair member of his congre- 
gation, the Kev. Mr. Jackson does not 
appear to be hopelessly distressed. His 
face shines with énthusiasm as he dis- 
cusses thé matter and he says that, 
through the potency of this great, new 
love he is better qualified than ever to 
“serve the Lord.” 


His first confession to his parishioners 
was made when a self-constituted com- 
mittee of women members of the church 
waited upon him following services re- 
cently.

Makes Written Confession. 

The women told’ their husbands and 
the husbands waited upon the minister 
and obtained a similar confession. Then 
the presiding elder was summoned, and 
the Rev. Mr. Jackson signed a written 
confession of his love. Last Sunday he 
made another public, verbal admission 
in the church meeting, which voted to 
divest him of his office as pastor. 

“TI know that I stake my place as a 
minister of the Gospel on this,’’ he said,

nothing to conceal. 

“IT suppose it was wrong for me to 
admit such a passion when I was mar- 
ried, but my motives were of the purest.

DESPERATE OVER’ LOSS 











No Longer Wore Frat Pin 
After News of Misfortune

Carlos Espinosa Saldana of Lima, 


Peru, former college roommate of young 
Jay Gould, was found dead from as- 
phyxiation early Friday in his room at 
4261 Washington boulevard. 

Letters and telegrams from his home, 
received in the last few days, had told 


him that his father, a wealthy resident 
of the South American capital, had lost 
a large part of his fortune. 

Saldana was 2% years old, and had 
been in St. Louis since his graduation, 
a vear and a half ago, from Columbia 
University In New York City. There, 
in his four-years' course in engineering, 
he became intimately acquainted with 
Kingdon and Jay Gould, sons of George 
Jay Gould, and roomed for a time with 
Jay. 

He exthanwed letters with the Gould 
boys occasionally, and received a letter 
not long ago from Jay. Through his ac- 
quaintance with the Gould family it is 
believed, he got his position as a drafts- 
man in the Missouri Pacific offices here. 

A telegram was sent to Jay Gould Fri- 


cific official, telling of the fatality. 

Gib Knierin, a former classmate at 
Columbia, now employed in the same 
office as was Saldana, was the young 
Spaniard’s confidant. He. learned of 
the bad news from Lima, and noticed 
that Saldana no longer had or wore sev- 
eral articles of jewelry which he had 


been fond of displaying. One of these 


was the pin of the D. K. B. fraternity, 
an exclusive:-Greek: letter’ society of 
which he had been a member at Colum~ 
bia. 

At 1:30 a. m. Friday Knaierin smelléd 
gas through his transom and entered 
Espinosa’s room. The room was dense- 
ly filléd with gas fumes from a small 
stove. . 

“Carlos! Carlos!’’ called his friend. 
There wus no answer, and when the 


odors, Knierin found Saldana’s body on 
the bed. 

“He had told me his family was 
wealthy,” said Knierin. ‘“‘A few days 
ago a telegram reached him, followed 
by several letters. 

‘He told me these messages bore the 
news that his father had lost nearly all 
his fortune in a series of business dis- 
asters. 

“He had, expected to inherit his fa- 
ther’s property in Peru, and the news 
made him desperate.”

O view with Theodore Roosevelt, 

then President of the United 
States. Custom prevents the Presi- 
dent from submitting to an inter- 
view, so Mr. Roosevelt stipulated 
that this should not be published 
until he should have retired from 
office. 

At the President’s suggestion, the 
interview was reduced to written 
questions, answers to which he him- 
self wrote. The questions and an- 
swers were as follows: 

Q. What, Mr. President, 

idea as to the functions or duties 
of an ex-President? 

A. Those of any good citizen. His 
duties remain. what they always 
have been—to do his share of work 
for the common good in whatever 
position he may happen to find him- 
self. But he has the great added 
responsibility of the obligation due 
from him to the country, because the 
country has signalty honored him, 
and, so long as he lives he should 
never lose sight of this obligation. 

Q. Then you do not propose to be- 
come a “sage?’’ 

A. Certainly not, if by that term 
is meant a “has been.’’ I step back 
into the ranks, but I do not quit the 
army, and I shall certainly continue 
to fight for what I deem to be right 
and continue, according to my abili- 
ties, to work for what I deem the 
good of our people. 

Q. Do you relinquish office with 
any sense of relief? 

NO. I leave an office which I 
thoroughly enjoyed. I doubt 


thoroughly enjoyed the presidency. 
It’ seems to me that any man ought 
te enjoy to the full the opportunity: 
to do a great work which is pre- 
-eminently well worth doing. If I had 
felt that I could conscientiously try. 
for another term I should certainly: 
have tried for it:

Miss O’Brien is 18 years old, and is 
employed as a telegraph operator by the 
Illinois Central. Leaving her work at 
6 p. m. Thursday, she took the short 
way home, and was between the levee 
and the “‘incline’’ when the man grasped 
her arm. 

The man put one hand over her 
mouth, and tried to throw her against 
a box car. Her head struck the side 
of the car, and she was half stunned. 
He thrust his hand into the muff and 
took her purse. 

‘Murder!’ cried Miss O’Brien repeat- 
edly, then she freed herself, picked up 
the coal and drove the man away. The 
purse had contained only a small sum. 

Her brother, Robert O’Brien, started 
after the man as soon as she got home 
and told her story. He found a sus- 
picious-looking man in the yards, and 
started to question him. The man fled 
and, though an iron bolt thrown by 
O’Brien struck him, he kept on running.

“Lawler” Daley, machine Democratic 
leader ef the Twenty-second Ward, is 
“standing pat’? on his nomination for 
the School soard, despite the protest of 
many members of his own party and 
the threats of the Republican organiza- 
tion that it will not place his name on 
the bi-partisan ticket to be voted for at 
the spring election. 

“I don’t see why I wouldn’t make as 
g00d a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion as any other citizen of St. Louis,” 
said Daley to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“I won’t get off the ticket unless my 
friends ask me to.” 

Following the usual custom which was 
inaugurated to keep the School Board 
out of politics the Democrats and the 
Republicans at their city conventions 
this week nominated four candidates 
each, the understanding being that two 
candidates on each ticket are to be with- 
drawn and the names of the remaining 
four, two Democrats and two Republi- 
cans, shall be placed on the tickets of 
both parties so as to make each ticket 
bi-partisan. 

Republicans Cal] Him Undesirable. 

Republicans allege thar. the Democrats 
in nominating Daley broke the agree- 
ment to do all in their power to keep 
the Board of Education out of politics. 

They allege that Daley’s career as a 
ward politician makes him undesirable 
as School Board timber. 

An ultimatum has been sent out by 
the Republican organization that if 
Lawler Daley’s name remains on the 
ticket the Republicans will select some 
good independent Democrat, whose 
name they will substitute for Daley’s 
on their ticket. For the first time in 
many years this would in effect put two 
tickets in the fleld and give voters an 
opportunity to scratcn in voting for 
School Board members. 

“There wasn't any politics in my nom- 
ination,”’ said Daley. “It was known 
a long time before the convention that 
I was a candidate for the School Board 
nomination. I received 317 out of a pos- 
sible 386 votes.. That showed that the 
party was with me, and I don’t see why 
I should withdraw. I won't, either, un- 
less my friends tell me that it would 
be the best thing to do in the interest 
of the ticket. 

Interested in Schools. 
“T am a citizen and taxpayer, and I 


have three daughters, two of them at-.: 


tending the public schools. They go 
to the Pope School, at Ewing and La- 
clede avenues. The building is a fright, 
a disgrace to the city.

“T have been thinking about this pub- 
lic school business for years.

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PRESIDENT TAFT’S TASK. 

To President Taft and his administration is 
it given to permit prosperity; to re-establish jus- 
tice; to dethrone privilege; to “bind up the na- 
tion’s wounds” and to restore government by law 
under the Constitution of the United States. 

It is a task for which Mr. Taft is fitted 
by training and temperament. He is 4 lawyer, 
with the mind of a magistrate, and has been a 
just and upright judge. 

“Our people need rest and peace and reas- 
surance,” said Grover Cleveland in perhaps the 
last of his public utterances. Mr. Taft's most 
important work is to restore it to them, remem- 
bering that the best thing any government can 
do is to mind its own business. 

Nobody knows better than Mr. Taft that while 
government cannot ‘create prosperity and lib- 
erty, it can destroy both. ‘Too much government 
has always been a more dangerous foe to human 
progress than too little government. The strug- 
gle for freedom has been a struggle against priv- 
ilege established by authority and buttressed by 
nower. There can be no real liberty where the 
citizen’s livelihood is at the mercy of govern- 
ment and government is at the mercy of one 
man’s whim or desire or prejudice or ignorance. 

We have faith, therefore, that Mr. Taft will 
stick to the Constitution and to the enumerated 
powers of his office, which are worthy of any 
man’s genius and sufficient occupation for the 
highest talent. He can safely leave the matter of 
faith and morals to the pulpit; education to the 
schools and colleges; maternity to the mothers 
and paternity to.the fathers; to the courts the 
trying of causes; to the states the powers reserve 
to the states, and to the people in general the 
right to engage in all lawful pursuits witout 
meddlesome interference. 

In spite of recent assumption, the whole bur- 
den of government does not rest upon the Presi- 
dent of the United States. There is a Congress 
whose members are directly responsible to the 
people of their districts and of their states. There 
are courts, and judges may be impeached for 
cause. There are 46 states which still retain in 
theory all the powers and duties not expressly 
delegated to the National Government. If the 
President appoints honest and competent, men 
to office, recommends wise and necessary legisla- 
tion to Congress, safeguards the public revenue 
and takes care that the laws are faithfully execut- 
ed, he has done all that the Constitution requires. 

It is important that the tariff be revised and 
unjust privilege destroyed. It is important that 
there be a Federal inheritance tax to shift part 
of the burdens of the Government from shoulders 
least capable of sustaining them. It is important 
that there be effective control of great corpora- 
tions by due process of law and not by executive 
favor or disfavor. Above all things else is i! 
essential] that this shal] be a government not of 
men but of laws. ' - ,

republic.

The 
vacancy should be filled by the selection of a phy- 
sician of recognized standing, breadth, intelligence 
and of freedom from entangling political alli- 
ances. Political skill and pull are not among #he 
qualifications required in a freeholder. 

The example of Mr. Hoffman might well be fol- 
lowed by Mr. Howe. However capable Mr. Howe 
may be to contribute to the work of charter 
revision, his position as the machine boss of his 
party renders his nomination by his own party 
committee and his place on the board distasteful 
to the community. His selection and acceptance 
of the nomination were not only a breach of taste, 
but a violation of sound public policy. There 
ought to be neither the taint nor the suspicion 
of partisan. politics in the new charter to be 
submitted to the voters.

Every owner, editor, or reporter of a 


conscientiously and ably conducted 
newspaper or periodical is an asset of 
real value to the whole community. It 
would be difficult to overestimate the 
amount of good which can be done by 
the men responsible for such a publica- 


tion—responsible for its editorial col- 


umns, responsible for its news columns, 
responsible for its general policv. We 


have many newspapers and periodicals, 
big and little, of this kind. But we 
@liso have many. that.are emphatically 
not of this kind. 

During the last few years it has be- 
come lamentably evident that certain 
daily newspapers, certain periodicals, 
are owned or controlled by men of vast 
wealth who have gained their wealth in 
evil fashion, who desire to stifle or twist 
the honest expression of public opin- 
ion, and who find an instrument fit for 
their purpose in the guided and pur- 
chased mendacity of those who edit 
and write for such papers and periodi- 
cals. 

Moreover, they are as far removed as 
the poles from the apostles of that 
hideous yellow journalism which deifies 
rthe cult of ‘the’ mendacious, the sensa- 
tional and the inane, and which, 
throughout its wide but vapid field, does 
as much to vulgarize and degrade the 
popular taste, to weaken the popular 
character, and to dull the edge of the 
popular vonscience, as any influence 
under which the country can suffer. 
These men sneer at the very idea of 
paying heed to the dictates of a sound 
morelity; as one of their number has 
cynically put it, they are concerned 
merely with selling the public whatever 
the public wil? buy—a theory of conduct 
which would justify the existence of 
every keeper of an opium den, of every 
foul creature who ministers to the vices 
of mankind. 

But they do deserve very great credit 
for avoiding another type of. temptation 
which has much fascination for men of 
cultivation and of refined taste, and 
which is quite as fatal to their useful- 
ness as indulgence in yellow journalism. 
A newspaper or periodical which avoids 
vulgar sensationalism, which takes and 
cultivates an interest in serious matters, 
and things literary, artistic and scien- 
tific—which, in short, appeals to people 
of taste, intelligence and cultivation— 
may nevertheless do them grave harm, 
and be, within its own narrow limits, 
an element of serious mischief; for it 
may/ habitually and consistently prac-

than, is at least as Immoral as, the 
screaming sensationalism of any repre- 
sentative of the journalism which it af- 
fects to despise. A cultivated man of 
good intelligence who has acquired the 
knack of saying bitter things, but who 
lacks the robustness which will enable 
him to feel at ease among strong men 
of action, is apt, if his nature has in 
it anything of meanness or untruth- 
fulness, to strive for a reputation in 
what is to him the easiest way. He can 
find no work which is easier—and less 
worth doing—than to sit in cloistered 
aloofness from the men who wage the 
real’and important struggles of life and 
to endeavor, by an unceasing output of 
slander in-regard to them, to bolster up 
his own uneasy desire to be considered 
superior to them. Now a paper edited 
by men of this stamp does not have 
much popular influence, and therefore 
is less detrimental to the people at 
large’ than yellow journalism; but it 
may, to the extent of its power, exert 
a very real influence for evil, by the 
way in which it teaches young men of

The ball | 
formed a fitting climax to the most 
eventful day in his life and brought 
together the miost exclusive and notable 
gathering of people who have ever been 
assembled under the rvof of the Pension 
Building. 

Long before 8 . clock, the hour fixed 
for the opening of the doors, a tremen- 
dous crowd gathered outside the build- 
ing. Long sheds erected for the pro- 
tection of those going to the ball exclud- 
ed almost entirely any view of the bril- 
liant throng, but the crowd stood pa- 
tiently from 7 o’clock through the inter- 
vening hours, craning necks to catch 
even a glimpse of the handsomely 
gowned women who stepped from car- 
riages into the entrance way. All sorts 
of fancy prices were asked for car- 
iages and the vehicles lined every street 
leading to the Pension Building. 

Crowd Weatited for Taft. 

From the time tne doors were opened 
until 9 o’clock the crowd of beautifully 
gowned women poured into the building. 
They came from every part of the 
United States and from every country in 
the world. 

Millions of dollars in jewels were rep- | 
resented in the gorgeous display of 
the guests and the magnificent gowns, 
mingling with the full-dress uniforms of 
the diplomatic corps, “army and navy, 
gave the ballroom the finishing touches 
to a picture for which decorators and 
electricians had furnished a fairly-like 
background.

If your 
face is small you are right in style. 
You will harmenize with the season’s 
millinery. 

To the uninitiated, judging from the 
lilustrations and samples to be seen 
in the millinery shops, the correct pro- 
portion is about a half to three-quar- 
ters of a bushel of hat to about a 
quart of face. 

Of course, persons who do not go to 
the extremes of fashion may wear the 
face somewhat fuller and the hat rath- 
er less In quantity. In fact, some very 
eorrect hats are but slightly larger in 
their facade than what might be termed 
the standard face. 

The East is stirred by the so-called

national convention. It derives its 
names from the fact that it resembles 
in shape the hood of one of those ve- 
hicles known as a cabriolet. 

Pronounce It Thus— 

Tt will be important for all persons 
interested in fashion and desirous of 
appearing in correct form at all times 
and in all matters to know how to pro- 
nounce the name of this likely succes- 
sor of the merry widow. In pronounc- 
ing cabriolet you first say ‘“‘cab,” just 
like hansom cab or taxicab. Then you 
say “rio,”” which is pronounced Reeo— 
just like the name of the coffee. Then 
you finish the word with “‘let,”’ which 
is not pronounced like a real estate 
sign “to let,’’ but with the Parisian 
twang, which makes it sound as though 
it were the English “‘lay.’’ 

There is a slight accent on the syl- 
lable ‘‘cab,’’ but the main accent ig on 
the last syllable, ‘“‘let.” 84 

The cabriolet hat, or some of them, 
has a sort of bee-hive shape. They are 
the favorite frames, on which will be 
hung fruit of all kinds and vegetables 
in many cases, so that some of the 
hats look as though cabby had turned 
huckster. 

The Hat Must Slant, 

Another interesting fact with regard 
to the cabriolet hat and the ether crea- 
tions of the coming season is that it is 
to be worn sort of on the bias, instead 
of straight. This season the girls will 
not say to each other: “Mame, your hat 
ain’t on straight,” but “‘Mame, slant 
your hat—it’s on straight, on the level.” 

Then there will be the Inverted Bas- 
ket hat, which lives up to Its name and 
looks as theugh, when profusely deco- 
rated, all the contents of the basket 
had got outside and onte the bottom, 
now the top, of the basket. 

Then there will be the Flower Pot 
hat, which is also inverted. It is 
small and shaped like the earthenware 
pots in which window ledge geraniums 
grow if properly tended. In fact, most 
of the new hats are inverted as wel) 
as taller, which gives a sort of Inverted

Critical Illness Traced to Material

Ayers, fully sanctioned by Miss Blanche 
Walsh, new light was thrown on tht 
illness of the well-known theatrical star 
of New York, who was brought to Kan- 
sas City in a critical condition, Feb. 8 
last.

CLARK REFUSES 10 OFFER 
VOTE OF THANKS TO CANNON 


Democratic Leader Says His Fight 
Is on the Rules, Not the Man 


in Speaker’s Chair. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—Representa- 
tive Champ Clark of Missouri, leader 
of the minority in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, today refused to offer the 
usual and customary complimentary res- 
olutions of thanks to the Speaker. 

The action of Mr. Clark at the close 
of hig first brief term of leadership of 
the minority aroused much comment by 
many of his colleagues. Republitans as- 
serted thatvhe evidently overlooked the 
tribute to the office now occupied by 
Cannon fof a partisan advantage. When 
the resolution,; which was eventually 
offered by Representative Payne, the 
Republican floor léader, was put to a 
vote, there was not a dissenting Demo- 
cratic voice. 

It was said that only once before in 
the histqry of the Congress of the 
United States has a minority leader re- 
fused this tribute to the office of Speak- 
er. That was in the Reed Congress. 

At that time the resolution not only 
was refused by the minority leader, but 
when offered on the Republican side 
was voted against by all the Demo- 
crats.
